wirtes are raſh ſotheꝝ are t eadyʒ and can ſinell a tale bet foʒe it be 
half colde: fo; Eharicles found his fetch at the firſt wow, @ there» 
faze intending to be as wily, as he was wiſe, gaue falſe fire to his 
peece, thereby to blinde Gonzagas epes, as waxily as hee couldg 
looke and to winke, and pet not be ſpyedon this manner,
